Cooperative Tobacco pool.

»xre several cents higher on tho av- 
erage than last year's prices. 
Whllo several million pounds of 
the 1923 crop wcro sold as a result 
of an eastern trip by Attorney Em- 
erson Ela and Warehouse Manager 
John Holtan, the poll still has a 
considerable amount of tobacco to 
dispose of.

Prompt Justice, President Coolidyc and 


Roscoc Pound. 


Among the" distinguished vlsltors^to Jancsvllle 


durlnK.the past summer was Roscoo Pound, dean 
of the Harvard Law school, who addressed the 
Wisconsin Bar Association while here. 
He has 


commented at some length upon tho message of 
President/ Coollclgo referring to tho need 
foi 


prompt Justice and tho Judicial reform In federal 
courts which will bring that about. Dean Pound 
favors tho president's recommendation In Its full 
measure. 


The most Important proposal Is that tho fed- 


eral courts should bo given power to regulate 
•procedure In actions at law by rules of court and 
not by codes forced upon them, In needless va- 
riety and in excessive detail, by legislative enact- 
ment. 
Lawyers, throughout 
the 
land, already 


know how helpless the federal courts are to pro- 
tect the administration of Justice from tho In- 
juries caused' by archaic rules of practice and by 
obsolete etiquette. For more than a. decade tho 
American Bar Association has led thp light for 
simplification. 
On repeated occasions It has me- 


morialized congress on behalf of a bill that would 
confer upon tho Federal courts the power to ac- 
complish tho changes required. Such a bill was 
assured the support of a majority In both houses 


• or tho last congress, but was never reported by 
.the committee on Judiciary, on account of tho 
wilful opposition of a narrow minority interest. 


Meanwhile, the public has gone on complaining 


of the "law's delays," and lias continued to com- 
plain of tho courts for permitting delays to oc- 
cur. 
Laymen ^or the most part, have' been Ig- 


•nornnt of the fact that tho fault Is not the fault 
of the Judges, but of the committee, on Judiciary, 
•which has refused to the Judges the' power to im- 
'prove their practice. The exposition of, this truth 
made by Dean Pound, a preeminent authority 
among Jurists, leaves no room .for further mis- 
understanding. and the injunction read to the con- 
gress by President Coolidge leaves no room for 
further inaction. 
It the reform be still refused, 


and the president's warning remain unheeded 
that "the administration of justice Is likely to 
fall If it be -long delaycd/'^thc public will here- 
after know full well whore to fix the" blame.

TWO PLANS FOR FARM AID 


11 y I.'IIUDUIUC J. IIASKIX. 


Washington—Two Important new developments 


in the field of cooperative production and market- 
ing for farmers arc under way, partially a» the 
result of the stimulus given the movement by 
President Coolldge in his-annual message. 
The 


president declared that the farmer can not be 
aided no much by congress in providing.such ro- 
lie£ measures as loan;) as >by efforts toward bet- 
ter organization for thu production and distribu- 
tion of the yield of the soil. ' 


The National Grange la working on the most 


comprehensive program ot cooperative develop- 
ment which has yet been attempted In th(s coun- 
try. A committee of the grange is perfecting the 
plan and expects to otter It to congress at this 
session. 
The plan provides for a nation-wide 


system of cooperatives with governmental sup- 
port. " ' 
' 


The country would be divided Into 12 regions, 


quite probably coinciding with tho 12 regions 
of, the Federal Farm Loan System. 
At a central 


city. In each of these 12 districts there would be 
cstabllahcd a regional cooperative board. 
Then, 


at Washington, there would be created a national 
cooperative board with general Jurisdiction over 
the whole system. 


Kach of, the 12 cooperatives would be organ- 


ized as a business corporation. 
It is proposed 


.to have the government appropriate $1,000,000 
for the CHpltal of each oC these bodies, or a total 
of $12,000,000 for the whole country. The farm- 
ers and livestock raisers, cotton planters, sheep 
men and all other kinds of tillers of the soil 
and husbandmen then would be invited to join 
tho cooperative In their district. 
Kach would 


pay a relatively small .sum for membership, prob- 
ably $10. 


There are six and a half>iiillllon farms in the 


United States. It would not bo out of the ques- 
tion to expect 100,000 farmers .In . each district 
to Join thu cooperatives. This would ^be. a total 
for the country of only 1,200.000 or about 20 per 
cent of all Jhe farmers. 
For 100,000 farmers In 


each district- to join, would mean another mil- 
lion dollars capital for each cooperative society. 
If the plan worked successfully It Is 'to be ex- 
pected that there would be further support with 
consequent increases in thn capital subscribed. 


No doubt those societies also would be au- 


thorized to Issue bonds or debentures' against 
their property which would still further augment 
their working capital. 
«

It would be the duty of each regional coopera- 


tive board to instruct the farmers of its district 
as to the best crops to raise. 
In years when 


there appeared to be an unusually large carry- 
over of wheat from the previous season, the board 
would advise cnirliillmuiit of wheat acreage. The 
smile course would be followed with corn, hogs, 
sheep, cattle, and all other furm products. 
In 


,thl« manner a more stable price level would be, 
maintained wllh a consequent absence oC tho 
sort of fluctuation In the value of farm products 
which Is the bane of the rural Industry. 


Tho national board, 
silting 
at Washington, 


would advise the various districts on all Buch 
matters of planting, crop diversification, improv- 
ed agricultural methods and miurketlng. 


Tho principal function ot 
<he 
cooperatives, 


however, would be to llnd markets and handle the 
distribution of the products after they had been 
raised. 
Out of the capital fund at its disposition, 


each cooperative would handle shipments to the 
best markets It could flndr 
It would seek to de- 


velop new markets anil employ the best methods 
In packing, storing and shipping. 
As the rep- 


resentative of a large body of farmers, such an 
organization would be In a strong position to ob- 
tain favorable freight rates and traffic arrange- 
ments with the railroads. 


A natural development to come later would be 


the erection of great warehouses by these re- 
gional cooperatives. 
One, of the difficulties the 


farmer now faces is that incident to getting his 
money out of his crop, 
lie works all summer 


without any income. 
By fair he is anxious to 


sell his harvest and get his money.1 This re- 
sults In largo quantities of farm produce being 
dumped on the market at tho same time. 
Such 


Ml event always depresses prices. 


With 
storehouses 
erected, the 
cooperatives 


would receive the wheat and other non-perish- 
able crops of the farmer-member and give him 
a warehouse certificate on which he could bor- 
row money which would enable him to withhold 
lila crop, or a part of it, thus maintaining tho 
price. 
As the cooperatives grew Htrongcr they 


could, themselves, advance 
money 
to farmers 


against tho crops held in storage. 
» •

One Important advantage which advocates of 


(ho plan s<-o Irs that tho national and regional 
boards would be advantageously situated to ar- 
range for tho profitable export of farm products. 
The bodies would have official standing and have 
tho assistance of other governmental agencies In 
(hiding the best markets and in making advan- 
tageous deals with foreign governments and oth- 
er customers. 


Tho national board and the regional boards 


would bo appointed by the president from among 
tho best men available for such work. 
Repre- 


sentatives of the various branches of agriculture 
would bo named and also at least one man on 
each board who Is expert In finance. 


The second general movement in the cooper- 


ative field la educational.' Some of the existing 
farm bodies such an the National Grange, the 
National Board of Farm Organizations, and tho 
American Farm Bureau Federation are seeking 
to arrange for a central school for the instruc- 
tion of cooperatives: The various state agricul- 
tural colleges now afford valuable courses In dlff- 
tirent branches of farming and farm manage- 
ment, but the feeling exists that there must be 
further specialization in the cooperative produc- 
ing and marketing department. It has been sug- 
gested that thcro be established some central 
school In which agricultural students may come 
to take additional work in tho nature of post- 
graduate studies. 
Presumably the state govern- 


ments anil, possibly tho federal government will 
be asked to contribute in some manner to the 
establishment of such an institution. 


While cooperative producing 
and 
marketing 


has been going forward for generations In some 
European countries, notably 
Russia 
and 
the 


Scandinavian countries, it is comparatively -new 
in tho United States and there Is a shortage of 
experts in the science. The agricultural colleges 
lack instructors and the cooperative societies 
which have been organized lack competent man- 
agers. 
Such a central school as has been pro- 


posed would be first utilized to train a numerous 
corps ot Instructors who could later go into the 
agricultural colleges and disseminate their learn- 
ing among the students. 
The farm leaders who 


are advocating this plan say that plenty of good 
jobs are awaiting young men who will train them- 
selves In cooperative marketing. There Is demand 
for hundreds of teachers and for hundreds of ac- 
tive managers of cooperative enterprises.
